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To the Electors of Vancouver Island. 

[ have so far abstained from taking any 
part in our approaching elections, for the 
very simple reason that there are so many 
candidates in the field, and (hat I feel no 
ambition to thrust myself foiward. B lit 
having betn latterly much importuned to 
define my position with respect to them, or 
at least to state my views on the subject, I 
now propose to answer all such interroua 
tories by a few remarks on the kind of candi- 
dates we ought to select, leaving to your- 
selves to decide hereafter, whether I may oi 
may not become one of them. 

It is universally acknowledged that our 
present administration is about 1 tie most in- 
efficient that, ever existed J that it has been 
a curse upon the country, and the source ol 
all our misfortunes. Commentary on ilii- 
score would be useless, no' can lite lamen- 
table results of misgqverrjrnent be better il- 
lustrated than by comparing the present 
condition of these Colonies with what the} 
might have been, possessing as they ought 
to do at this moment a population of eighty 
to a hundred thousand souls ! 

When ihe gold rush took place here eigh- 
teen months ago, such a chance was. held 
out to this country as is seldom offered, ami 
will never recur. Thirty thousand willing 
and able men came over to our shores, and 
the greater part of them would have re- 
mained here, had they received the slighest 
encouragement to do so. But what were 
the facilities held out to them 4 Was any- 
thing done to assist them, or to satisfy their 
honest ambition'! Was a single good min- 
ing regulation enacted? a single road opened 
to supply their 'wants! a single measure 
taken, or even proposed, to enable them to 
build, cultivate, or form permanent settle- 
ments ! — In one woid, lo promote civiliza- 
tion ! Or were these hardy immigrants, 
who have since lefl us in despair and gone 
abroad to proclaim their haired and contempt 
of our institutions, even allowed the. liberty 
to act for themselves, and work out the good 
of the country in spite of administrative do- 
tage"! Far from it; but on the contrary, 
everything was done to annoy and oppress 
them— by prohibiting all commerce — by ab- 
surd and vexatious milling laws— by heavy 
licenses — by the appointment ol disreputa- 
ble and dishonest officials — by rendering 
justice both expensive and impossible, le- 
galizing by an arbitrary stretch of power a 
system of absenteeism, such as would be 
tolerated in no other country, and at the 
same time declining to modify ever so 
slightly the existing impossibilities to hold 
land, or even lo plant a potatoe ! As if the 
H. B. Co. had had secretly at heart to do 
with British Columbia what has so well suc- 
ceeded, and maintain there the same barren 
waste as before. 

Such have been the withering results of 
absolutism in the sister Colony ! And are 
we not here on Vancouver Island under the 
same rule?— that wretched rule of the H. B. 
Co., which has made this island what it is ; 
a Colony containing every germ of prosperi- 
ty, but prematurely blighted in the bud ; a 



Colony that might have been flourishing 
beyond measure, and yet the most impover- 
ished of Colonies; a Colony containing the 
smallest possible working population, (for 
that class has been long since driven away) 
but crowded with officials, to prey upon us. 
An asylum for disappointed place-hunters 
and broken-down swells! 

Now we want none of these officials for 
candidates, to maintain and uphold such a 
government, nor do we want those who are 
every day shaking hands wilh them; we 
want no lawyer, no law chamber to pervert 
and confound common sense, no hungry 
candidates of easy conviction to swallow 
the loaves and fishes that may be thrown to 
them, no strangers in kid gloves to plunder 
the colony and then go away; but plain, 
upright, sensible men, whose interests art; 
in the colony, and who arc on that account 
opposed to its utter decay, or in other 
words, to the present order of things. We 
want men whom we know, villi whom we 
are acquainted, and whose past conduct is 
a belter pledge for the futuie, than empty 
professions. In one word, we want men in 
a situation and of a character not to be 
bought or influenced, and who are willing 
and able to struggle for that political inde- 
pendence which we must obtain, or with- 
out which the late of our colony is sealed. 

Local self-government with the greatest 
possible amount of freedom, the control ol 
our own lands, the greatest financial econo- 
my, beginning by a searching examination 
into past expenses, the smallest number ol 
officials consistent with gjod government, 
n perfect equality of religious denomina- 
tions) each one supporting itself, the most 
li' eral law possible with a riolit ol pre- 
emption) and finally the maintenance oi 
our free trade, w ith direct taxation, ami it 
possible, a reciprocity [runty with .our neigh- 
bors; Such are some of ihe principal con- 
ditions to be imposed on any candidate for 
our f u t n i e legislature. 

It is for you to decide, whether you con 
shier those who have been proposed, oi 
those who are nlft-ring themselves, as fit 
peisons to advocate these principles. Seie 
rai of them arc deservedly popular, and 
some who are perhaps less popular an; nol 
less deserving. My name has been men- 
tioned also, hut though not insensible 
to the honor. I neither wish to solicit your 
votes, nor a confidence, which afler all you 
best know where lo bestow. My views in 
this respect are perfectly disinterested ; 1 
court no adrniuslrative favors ; I want no 
government slices or tit-bits. You have seen 
me one of the first in every attempt lo for- 
ward and defend the interests of this colony, 
anil as my feelings and wishes all go that 
way I hope to continue those efforts, ami 
beg to assure you that whether you name 
me or not, my only object will be to pro- 
mote, as heretofore, and as far as lays in my 
power, the freedom, the wpllfare^ ami 
progress of the country.

The absentee Times, Government Gazette, 
and headless Gazette, having severally ap- 
peared, we are privileged, in common with 
"all the world and the rest of mankind,"' to 
read, print and comment upon the Gover- 
nor's speech, on the occasion of the proroga- 
tion of the lirst Legislative Assembly of 
Vancouver [stand. Presenting as it does, 
the lirst definite assurance of a general elec- 
tion, we hail with pleasure the declared in- 
tention, of His Excellency to "summon a 
new House." Events have seemed for some 
time past to be thitherward tending ; candi- 
dates have been on the qui viv'e : brisk can- 
vassing has been going forward ; Ihe regis- 
tration of voters .has been proceeded with, 
and general expectation awakened ; but 
only now is the Government committed to 
the step. " To be or not lo be" is no longer 
the question — the election is to he. We may 
therefore calculate on preparations being 
made by all concerned, with greater vigor 
than ever. 

His Excellency abstains from entering 
into a detailed account of the measures 
which In; regards as necessary to the well- 
■being of the country, though he glances at 
some of them. 11 An earl)' revision of the 
Land System" is recommended, That ''re- 
vision," nay revolution, in this department, 
is imperatively demanded, any one can see. 
Tt is impossible that this can be done 
'•' early/' however. The opportunity for that 
is gone, and can never be retrieved. " Bet- 
ter late than never." will he the style ol 
general reflection, should v. e ever get a 
Land System which will encourage settle- 
ment, hut the country will never forget the 
loss it has sustained, and the injury it has 
'Buttered, by Government;!! tardiness and 
error in relation to Ibis matter. Instead of a 
sparse, we might have had a teeming popu- 
lation by this time, to "exercise the high 
functions" of electors, and net tin' part ol 
producers" — if settlement had been pro- 
perly encouraged " early." 

After adverting to agriculture, stock rais- 
ing, fisheries, the lumber trade, public 
roads, &c, His Excellency nrges the 
necessity ol early provision li.r raising a 
revenue. This would have been a good 
place for some reference to tiie returns 
asked for by the House. Some explana- 
tion or apology might have been given- 
ought to have been given— lor their being 
withheld. Governor Douglas' treatment of 
the first Legislature of Vancouver island in 
this matter, will always remain a stigma 
upon his administration. A Legislature ha« 
a right to know, so have ihe people, what 
public moneys are expended, what debts 
are run into, an.! what contracts are made, 
We hope that the now Legislature will 
early resolve lo withhold the .supplies, just 



Gentlemen of the Mouse of Assembly: — 

1 have summoned you to meet me on this 
occasion, in order to release you horn your 
legislative duties. 

A protracted session, extending over n 
peiioci exceeding three years, has led to 
many changes in ihe Colony. The town 
and district of Victoria, as well as other dis- 
tricts of Vancouver Island, have during that 
time advanced in wealth and population, 
with a rapidity surpassing our warmest ex- 
pectations ; and I am, from circumstances, 
led lo entertain the most confident hopes of 
the in lure progress ot the Colony. 

[ thank you. gentlemen, for the zeal and 
diligence with which you have applied 
yourselves to your public duties, and foi the 
support which I have received from you. 

It is my intention lo dissolve ibis present 
Assembly without delay, and to summon a 
new House fully representing the growing 
constituencies of tint Colony; and I sin- 
cerely hope thai, in the exercise of the high 
functions which according lo ihe free non- 
stituiion of oui country, will devolve upon 
those constituencies, they may be led to the 
selection of representatives whose wisdom 
and patriotism may aid me, in devising and 
carrying into effect, the measures which ap- 
pear lo be indispensabh necessary in pro- 
moting the early settlement of the country, 
the development ol its resources, and the 
general well-being and prosperity of the 
Colony. 

It is not my intention to take up the time 
of the House, by entering into a review of 
those measures at present ; but I w ill nev- 
e Iheless remark, that there appeals to be 
an obvious necessity lor an early revision of 
the Land System, w hich ought lo lie plac d 
on a sound and liberal basis for the encour- 
agement of settlers. 

Tin; records of history prove that nations 
must be producers in order lo become pros- 
perous and w eallhy. 

1 shall therefore recommend that early 
measuies be adopted to encourage agricul- 
ture: the raifing of stock ; and the impiove- 
ment of sheep ami cattle ; to stimulate the 
establishment of fisheries : the working of 
eonl mines ; ihe export and manufacture of 
ships' masts and timber — sources of wealth 
with which the Colony abounds. 

The repair and construction of public 
roads, and other important works, will also 
have the strongest chums upon the attention 
of the Legislature. 

The Legislature will further have to lake 
into earl) consideration the means of raising 
a revenue for defraying the necessary ex- 
penses of Government, anil especially for 
extending and improving national education 
as the most certain means of elevating the 
moral and social condition of the people, 

With these lew remarks. I will release 
you, gentlemen, from further attendance.

Prorogation. — One of the prerogatives of 
the ( rown is ihe right to prorogue Parlia- 
ment This prerogalive is delegated to the 
Govei nor of this colony to prorogue ihe Leg- 
islature. But the prorogation of Parliament 
or a colonial Legislature is not the proroga- 
tion of the House of Commons, or the House 
of Assembly. To talk of proroguing either 
of the latter is a mere mockery of constitu- 
tional principles. In fact the legislature of 
Ibis colony is no more prorogued than it was 
before the Assembly were summoned to the 
Council Chamber. The prerogative is exer- 
ted in relation to the Legislature not the As- 
sembly. We therefore protest against this 
violation of the constitution. When we know 
that both branches have been told by the 
Governor that they cannot legislate, then 
we will concede that a prorogation exists. 
Now cither the Assembly or Council can 
meet when I hey please. Such u a sad 
commentary on the unfitness of the legal 
advisers of his Excellency. 

Dissension. — A few skirmishers whom 
the Obstructives have thrown out to attack 
the Reform ranks, are industriously en- 
gaged in circulating the rumor that there isa 
division in the Councils of the Reform party.

Foreign News. 

Steamer Northerner arrived yesterday from 
San Francisco via Pugel Sound. She brings 
no later intelligence from the Eastern States 
and Europe than thatbroufiht by arrivals last 
week; but from papers received we make 
further extracts : 

States. 

Speakiig of the election riots on the 2d 
Nov., in Baltimore, the Washington Stuten 
asks the question, "Is our self-governing 
system a failure V and replies thus to its 
own question : 

"As far as concerns Maryland yes — assu- 
redly yes. The continued usurpation of the 
polls by systematized mobocracy in Balti- 
more formidable and more ferocious yester- 
day than ever — stabs fatally in that city the 
gr at bulwark of American liberty. The 
ballot box yesterday was palpably violated 

the freedom of the polls turned into a 

mockery. Law was derided with impunity. 
Crime, its tinners dripping with innocent 
blood, was majestic and insolent." 

It seems that the Baltimore roughs were 
assisted in their outlawry by delegations 
from Washington. 

One of the results of the Brown foray at the 
South may be observed in the increased re- 
strictions upon free colored people. A bill 
has been introduced in the Tennessee Leg- 
islature to prevent free negroes travel lint: 
01 the railroads in tint State. The bill pro- 
vides that the piesident who shall permit 
a free negro to travel on any road within the 
Statu under his supervision, shall pay a fine 
of S500. 

Europe. 

The Liverpool Post sums up European 
affairs as follows : 

The world is settling down in repose. The 
treaty of peace has been signed at Zurich ; 
overtures of conci liation from Morocco have 
been accepted by Spain ; and the latest 
intelligence from I'ekin, if true, is of a 
nature to render a war unnecessary. The 
court is ready to receive our ambassador, 
but in what way is not mentioned. The 
only disturbing influence exists in Central 
India, where a rebel remnant tenants the 
jungle. A force is to be sent against the nj 
tiut peihaps it would be better to leave them 
to the time when famine will e*t them up. 

A Congress is now a certainty, at least 
France considers it as such. It would help 
the Emperor out of his difficulties, and no 
doubt relieve Italy from existing feais. 
England will be a potent power in any 
deliberation affecting tier independence, and 
all parlies here are agreed on that point. 
The Conservatives are as anxious for Ital- 
ian freedom as the Libeials. The Pope is 
still in the way ; but it seems that the Cardi- 
nal Archbishop of Bordeaux 1ms undertaken 
a mission from Louis Napoleon to his llu'i- 
ness. 

The American Ambassador has proceeded 
to Pekin, and it is supposed that he has 
arrived there. To spite the French and 
English, the .mandarins will probably be 
courteous to him ; but perhaps like the 
partisans in " Romeo ami Juliet," Mr. Waul 
may learn that even a good cause is the 
stronger for being well-backed. The gov- 
ernment at Washington will possibly think 
that to stand alone, thougli neutral is o 
invite discomfiture; for Mr. President Bu- 
chanan will not overlook the fact that Rut- 
land must ultimately t-ueceed in her object 
She is easily conciliated, bin can never be 
beaieu oil. America, negotiating sepa- 
ra ely, is not I kely to obtain any advan- 
tage that can ultimately be lefu.-eil lo the 
allies; and therefore, neutrality will lie 
result less. Mr. Ward is pretty cerlain lo 
gain nothing by doing what Mr. Bruce con- 
sidered degrading, and there is a precedent 
ior corning to this conclusion. Ru sia l as 
long been in active communication even 
with Pekiu, but her (lattery lailed in se-n'- 
ing for herself any ail vantage of moment. 
She is now so convinced of this that she 
desires to co-operate with the allies.
